selves In office.

A8 wo have sald many times, we
think the enfranchisement of the
negro was & blund«r and that we
would have opposed it, but the nb-
servation we vow desire to make is
th: ¢ those who are having 8o much
to say about the necessity of the ne-
grogetting ous of politics are a great
extent guilty of creating unpleas-
ant conditions for partisan pur-
posea (not referring now especlally
to D, Winston, but more to the
newspapers that have commented
apon his arsicle), and In the next
place these men have originated
and advocat.d an unconstitutional
scheme to accomplish that result,
and monstrously magnified what-
ever evils there were In the situa-

tion to accomplish their unconstita
tional and partisan desiga. So far
a8 North Carolina 13 concerned,
there never has been “negro domi-
nation,” and there naver would
have been.
